Effect on Prices 


In the United States Senate, on 
JiWie 5tli, 1914. during a discussion 
(tn the results of the Underwood ta r­ 
iff bill, a colloquy was held between 
two leading senators a s to whether 
the retail 
price of men's 
clothing 
has been reduced as a result of the 
reduced tariff on wool. 
In response 
to the statement by the Republican 
senator that he had been unable to 
obtain any reduction in his tailor- 
made clothes, the Democratic sen­ 
ator said: 


“ If the senator will just join the 
holy army of men that God created 
with such perfection of physical form 
that they may be fittted at a ready 
made clothing store, the Senator will 
find that goods are cheaper.” 
As this statement was made 
in 
Washington, and therefore evidently 
referred to Washington prices, cor­ 
respondent at the capital has made 
an inve-d igation. 
Five 
prominent 
dealer» in standard make» of men’s 


cl othing-—makes which have a na 
tional reputation—were 
asked 
if 
there has been any reduction in the 
price of ready-made men's clothing 
in the last three years. 
They all said that they had to pay 
as much now for their clothing as 
before the Underwood Tariff bill went 
into effect, hence had to charge the 
consumer as much now as before 
the tariff reduction; one said that the 
cloth i» a little better, he thought 
A n at hers aid that the «doth is no 
better, 
but that the 
reduction 
in 
tariff is made lip for by a little 
better workmanship, such as tailor­ 
ing and finishing. Two said that the 
cloth is about ihc same now as them 
in tlm $29 to $25 suits, and that the 
<dotlies for 
which these prices 
are 
paid today will not give one better 
satisfaction or better service than 
s u i t s bought at the same prices be­ 
fore the Underwood tariff became 
effective. 
The fifth dealer said that lie is 
doing a business of over $100,1)00 
annually in a standard brand 
of 
clothing end that, while the prices 
have not been lowered, he thought 
the cloth n»ed inferior now because 
of the scarcity of wool. 
Many 
of 
the wool growers, anticipating the 
tariff 
reductions 
had sold 
their 
sheep and many of t h e s h e e p have 
been u»ed for mutton, which has de­ 
creased 
the 
number 
of sheep by 
about nine million head. 
All but one 
of tim dealers said that they bad 
noticed that the eansumer had much 


m o r e money to spend 
before 
the

Known as the “ Princes- Fhristian 
Hospital train,” it was built from 
subscriptions solicited by the sister 
of the late King Edward, who pro­ 
vided a similar equipment, though 
smaller, during the Boer war.

the care of 400 desperately wound­ 
ed 
soldier 
is 
provided in 
eight 
<•«»aches of the TOO foot conveyance. 
Si\ additional 
carriages 
provide 
plunging quarters for the sick 
and 
lightly wounded <>n 
their

base hospitals from the front. 
Sev­ 
eral 
coaches 
are 
equipped 
with 
beds, a kitchen, lockers, hot 
am 
cold water and electric and gas a p ­ 
pliance's including illumination. 


Another affords sleeping accomo­ 
dations for nurses and doctors while 
another 
is 
a 
complete 
operating 
room. Hundreds of details through 
out the moving hospital are supplier 
from the latest knowledge of hos­ 
pital and surgical supplies. 
If nee 
essary it can he sidetracked at an 
isolated waystation 
near a 
battle 
front and he employed at a station 
ary hospital.

losis that you ean buy at a drug 
store or that a doctor can give you. 


1 he second essential in the cure 
of tuberculosis i* fresh air. 
To the 
healthy person the 
best 
tonic 
is 
fresh air at work, at plav. and «lur­ 
ing sleep. To the consumptive, how- 
e\ er, air i- medicine. 
He must take 
ii in a s large dose* a s he can, the 
more the 
bettor. 
It 
may not be 
easy for «»r e who has been a c c u s ­ 
tomed to indoor work to sleep and 
live outdoors, but since fresh air is 
vital, he mu.-t accustom himself to 
being outside all he can. 
At s a n a ­ 
toria for the treatment of tubercu­ 
losis, patient* are out of doors on 
porches or .elsewhere almost all the 
time. 
i f one is at home, he can 
with a little ingenuity arrange devices 
for outdoor 
sleeping 
and 
sitting.

The next essential in the cure of 
tuberculosis is rest. 
Like fresh air, 
rest must be taken as a medicine 
by con.-umptime. 
The 
reason 
for 
rest i- evident, when you stop to 
think the way the germs of tuber­ 
culosis work. 
A s they destroy the 
tissues o f the lungs or other parts 
of the body, they make a wound or 


a cavity. 
This wound, like a cut on 
your finger, will not heal if it is be­ 
ing opened all the time. 
To keep the 
lungs a * quiet a s possible, rest in 
bed, or in a reclining chair is a b ­ 
solutely 
necessary.

most sa y “ -team.” 
In tuberculosis 
one must pay special 
attention 
to 


food, because lie has to proide fuel 
not only for the ordinary functions 
of the body, but he must provide an 
additional supply to meet the waste 
and damage done by the germs of 
tin1 disease. 
This doesn’t mean that 
you mu*t 
he 
continually 
stuffing 
yourself, for if you «1«» that you will 
upset your stomach, 
bowels, 
and 
liver, and you will counteract all the 
good tin* food might do. 
Neither 
does it mean that you mu-t eat .just 
one or two kinds of foot!, such as 
milk and eggs, which some people 
t hink a re a eu re for I ubt n ulosis. 
They are excellent food* for people 
who ean eat and digest them readily 
and every consumptive should try to 
acquire an appetite for them. 
But 
meat and potatoes and bread 
and 
butter and godd vegetables and a l­ 
most any other nourishing 
whole­ 


som e food in plenty of 
variety are 
needed also. 
Don't rely on tid-bits 
and sweets, 
but stoke your 
body 
furance 
with food-fuel that 
will 
keep it ri\n dug in the best 
possible 
order. 
Your doctor i- the be-t on«* 
to advise on foods. 


And. finally, a last esential in the 
cure of tuberculosis may ne -uinmed 
up in these word*; “ Don't worry.” 
Keep a hopeful state of mind. 
If 
you give up and say " I t ' - no use," 
you will never get well, no matter 
how patientlj you follow the other 
essentials of a cure. 
Getting well 
depends for the most part 
on you. 
Backbone, hopefulness and courage 
will do more for you than all the 
doctors in tin* world.

cure. 
I f you can go to a s a n ­ 
atorium, 
«1.» 
so. 
Then1 
arc 
not 
enough 
sanatoria 
for 
everyone, 
however. 
S o y o u may have to stay 
at home and light alone.

Every once in a while people will 


ask "Do you really think Consump- 


and then, when 
thousands of 


jases all over the world bear witness 
to the fact of the curability of this 
disease, they wonder why their sev- 
eral friends and relatives, who died 
with tuberculosis, were not cured. 


Tuberculosis is curable, but not 


everyone is cured, and not everyone 
can be cured. The chief reason why 
more consumptives are not cured ia 
because they have waited too long 
before they heeded the warning dan- 
ger signals of the disease, or be- 
cause some doctor to whom they 
went did not recognize this deadly 
plague. In its early stages, consump- 
tion can be cured, and the patient 
can generally resume his normal life 
within a period ranging from 
six 


months to two years, depending on 
circumstances. As high a percent- 
age of actual recoveries from tuber- 
culosis may be found in really early 
cases who follow the right course of 
treatment as in almost any other in- 
fectious disease. 


What, then, is the right course of 


treatment? This article cannot pre- 
scribe for individual ca=es, but it 
can and will tell what are the essen- 
tials in taking the cure for tubercu- 
losis.

First of all, there is a good doctor 


on whom you can rely and whose 
advice and inspiration is most val- 
uable to you. He will not give yen 
much medicine, because there 
and drug or "cure" that 
he, can 


prescribe that will do more than to 
relieve some immediate symptoms, 
such as constipation, cough, Jhead- 
ache, etc. -If your doctor begins to 
talk of a "marvelous remedy" which 
will cure you, it is tune you looked 
for another physician. That man is 
more than likely a quack and is sim 
ply after your money. There is no 
sure "cure" or remedy ior tubercu- 
losis that you can buy, at a drug 
store or that a doctor can give you 


The second essential in the cure 


of tuberculosis is fresh air. To the 
healthy person the best tonic is 
fresh air at work, at play, and dur- 
ing sleep. To the consumptive, how- 
ever, air is medicine. He must take 
it in as large -doses as he can, the 
more the better. It 
may not be 


easy for one who has 'been accus- 
tomed to indoor work to sleep and 
live .outdoors, but ^since fresh air is 
vital, he, must aiecnstom himself to 
being outside all he can. At sana- 
toria, for the treatment of tubercu- 
losis, patients are out of doors on 
porches or elsewhere almost all the 
.time. 
If one is at home, he can 


with a little ingenuity arrange devices 
for outdoor sleeping and sitting. 
The National Tuberculosis-Associa- 
tion, 105 East 22d street, New York, 
will send free of charge to anyone a 
booklet 
entitled: "Directions 
for 


Living and 
Sleeping in the

Air." 


• The next essential in the cure of 
tuberculosis is rest. Like fresh air, 
rest must "be taken as a medicine 
by. eonsumptiine. The reason for 


a cavity. This wound, like a cut on 
your finger, will not heal if it is be- 
ing opened all the time. To keep the 
lungs as quiet as possible, rest in 
bed, or in a reclining chair is ab- 
solutel3r necessary. 
The dose of 


rest you take will depend on your 
doctor's 
advice. He will tell you 


when you can get out of bed and 
when you can exercise 
and how 


much. But first and foremost yon 
must learn to rest, in order to give 
the lungs a chance to heal. 


Besides a good doctor, fresh air 


and rest, the cure for tuberculosis 
requires good, wholesoms food. 
In 


normal health, food of the right kind 
is'very necessary; but in tuberculo- 
sis it is doubly important. Food is 
the fuel which heats the body and 
gives it its energy or you might al- 
most say "steam." In tuberculosis 
one must pay special 
attention to 


food, because he has to proide fuel 
not dnly for the ordinary functions 
of the body, but he must provide an 
additional supply to meet the waste 
and damage done by the germs of 
the disease.

The first discovery was in Europe 


In all the> truthfulness of their war 
intoxication, the Europeans showec 
me the United States as they saw it 
and I was ashamed, but proud. 


"The United States is 
the con- 


science of the world," said a famous 
German college professor, now the 
German army 
censor at 
Munich 


"The world has gone mad, but your 
land alone is cool and sane and we 
must look to you, at the finish of this 
war, to tell us what sanity is. 


At the English front, after a lay 


in the trenches, I sat beside a grate 
fire in a little hotel a few mi'es out 
of .shell fire; I didn't want to go to 
bed, for fear of seeing again, in my 
sleep, some, of the sights I htid wit- 
nessed during the day. Perhaps the 
Britisli 
officers 
who were sitting 


around felt the same. 


Suddenly one of them spoke. 
"One of 
the greatest 
men this 


world ever saw," he said, "was Ab- 
raham Lincoln. I've read every word 
I could find about him, and ray two 
little daughters and two little sons 
know everything about Lincoln that 
I do. 


"Yes," spoke up another British 


officer. 
"Do you know, I've heard 


Lincoln 
mentioned 
ever so many 


times lately. Something in this war, 
it seems, appears to have turned at- 
tention to Lincoln, though I can't 
tell why: I've just read a book about 
him and I know ever so ina'ny people 
in London who've done the same. 
The newspapers keep\<]uoting him all 
the time, too. 


''It's because he was always for 


the underdog," said the first officer. 
"He was brave and patient and kind 
and honest; You kno,w my children 
love that story about him and the 
sixpenny pieces he had in an old 
sock." ' 


"Well what was . that?" asked a 


third officer. 


"Well, one tune Lincoln kept a 


grocery shop in a little village and 
the village postoffiee was in a corner 
of his shop. He had charge of it. 
One day he failed in business; he 
tried to make a go of it for. months, 
but down he went. „ All the citizens 
of the village thought he was ruined 
and some ,of the men, who were_his 
good friends, 
feared that he had 


probably used the postoffiee money 
in-drying to save his shop.

the U-boat has been captured," said 
the officer who asked that his namb 
be withheld. "The story circulated 
in shipping circles was that she was 
one of the latest and most powerful 
of the German submarines. It was 
repotted she carried two crews and 
had good si^ed guns upon her deck 
for shoiling vessels that tried to es- 
cape her, 


"This story is generally believed 


by shipping men at Liverpool." 


Adriatic officers agreed that 
the 


German government must have 
wind of the report that the submar- 
ine had been captured. 
They sug- 


gested that might be the reason for 
the hasty" decision to acede to this 
•country's wishes.

sunk far exceeds popular belief.
